S.R O. 1. — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
y makes the following rules further to amend the Defence 
pcience Service Rules, 1967, namely ; — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Science 
Service Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their Publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Defence Science Service Rules, 1967, for rule 9, 
[the following shall ^ substituted, namely 

“9. Proportion between the various methods of appoint- 
ment. — 

(1) The proportion of appointments to the various grades 
of the Service by direct recruitment and by promo- 
tion on the basis of merit with due regard to 
seniority shall be as follows ; — 

(i) lunioi Scientific Officer 

(a) At least 50 per cent of the vacancies in the 
grade of Junior Scientific Officer shell be filled 
by promotion from non-gazetted civilian scien- 
tific or technical staff of the categories speci- 
fied in column (1) of the Table below, carry- 
ing a scale of pay specified in the correspon- 
ding entry in column (2) and employed in the 
Organisations specified in column (3) thereof.

(b) The remaining vacancies in the grade shall be 
filled by direct recruitment 

(ii) Senior Scientific Officer Grade 11. — ^At least 50 
per cent of the vacancies in the grade of Senior 
Scientific Officer Grade II shall be filled by direct 
recruitment and the remaining _ vacancies by 
selection from amongst the Junior Scientific 
Officer having the necessary qualifications and 
experience. 

(ill) Senior Scientific Olficer Grade I and other 
Higher Grades. Appointments to the grades 
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of Senior SciojtHflC Officer Grade I, Principal 
Scientiffij- Ajfflccr, Deputy Chief Scientific 
OfflCcr and Director Grade IT may be made by 
Promotion from the next lower grade or by 
direct recruitment or by any of the other 
methods specified in rule 8, the method of 
recruitment being decided upon by the Govern- 
ment in each case in the light of the qualifica- 
tions reciuired for the particular post and the 
availability of suitable and competent officers 
with requisite qualifications within the Service. 

(iv) Director Grade I and Chief Controller Re- 
search and Development (G). — The post of 
Director Grade I and Chief Controller Research 
and Development (G) shall be filled by direct 
recruitment through the Commission. 

(2) No officer, who has not completed in a grade three 
years of regular service including probation, and 
completed his probation satisfactorily, shall be con- 
sidered for promotion to the next higher grade”.

S.R.O. 2 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules further to amend the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation (Mast Riggers 
Grades I and Grade II) Recruitment Rules, 1972, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Research and 

Development Organisation (Mast Riggers Grades I 
and II) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into fop on the date of their 
publication in the OfficfalP Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Defence Research and Develop- 
ment Organisation (Mast Riggers Grade I and H) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1972, — 

(i) the heading “Draft Recruitment Rules for Mast Rig- 

gers Grade I and Mast Rigger Grade II for direct 
Recruitment in R&D Organisation” shall be omitted; 

(ii) against SI. No, 1 relating to the post of Mast Rigger 

Grade I, — 

(a) for the entry in column 6, the entry “Non-selec- 

tion” shall be substituted ; 

(b) for the entry in column 13, the following shall bc 

substituted, namely : — ' 

"DEPARTMENTAL PROMOTION COMMITTEE III 
(i> Chairman 

Head of the concerned establishment or labo- 
ratory. 

(ii) Members 

(a) Two senior officers of the concerned establish- 

ment or laboratory. 

(b) An officer equivalent to the rank of departmental 

member, but not connected with the Department. 

(iii) Secretary 

To be nominated by the head of the concerned 
establishment or the laboratory.”
